While the prices that I have quoted are 
new prices, the gist of this table is that 
you are paying about $1700 for two S units 
ef gaia on an AM signal.

Several months age, in fact in Octeber 
ef 1963, I had occasion te spoak te an assen- 
lage of my fellow “hams” and old-timers at a 
meeting ef the Garter Contruy Wireless Assn 
im New York City. In that telk, as an ective 
amateur alse representing the FCC, I pointed 
eut that 46 ie the duty of the Commission to 
regulate all radie services in the U5, to lice 
ense stations and te wrevice them with fregq- 
uemcies on which to epsrate, on the basis of 
ate findings te the public interest, com 
vieuce ané@ necessity invelved ia the operaticen 
ef such stations. In that taik 1 ales son- 
tioned that many porsens seem to cenfuse their 
evm personal interests er cenvenience with 
that ef the public at large. i gave as an 
example the small but vecal minority within 
the Citizens Radgis Service whose only purpose 


im that service seems to be to use if as a 


plaything, and whe pateatiy disregard the 
peeda of others for 2 cheap and easy means of 
tranemitting necessary communications by radie. 

thermore, I pointed out that this fatal 

itude seems, from my point ef view, to be 
creeping ever inte the Amateur Redie Service. 
Unfortunately, nething has happened since to 
change my mind, 

’ Ag I have alse previously peinted out, 
the justification fer the very omiatenco of 
the Amateur Radio Service is contained im five 
basic principles, which are se weil expressed 
in Section 97.1 ef the Conmigsiens’s rules 
that I will new read them te you, TI quote: 
"(a) Recegnition and exhancenent ef the value 
ef the amateur service to the public as 4 vol- 
uatery non-commerical commnication service, 
particularly with respect to providing emer~ 
 geacy communications. 
®(») Continmuatien and extension of the amateurs 
proven ability te contribute to the advance- 
ment ef the radio art. 

"(c) Encouragement and improvement of the Am 
atenr Radie Service through rules which pro- 
vide fer advancing skills in both the conm- 
wumication end technical phases ef the art. 
 "(a) Expansion ef the existing reserveir with- 
- the 4natenr Radie Services of trained opere 
re, technicians, end electronic experts, 

) Contimaation and extension of the 4a- 
bn unique ability te exahance insernational 
good wili.® 

My previous discussion of the first of 
these principles,thet previding commnication 
facilities in emergencies, has seem so widely
